CONSERVATIVES BECAME FURIOUS,

The conservatives beeome furious and were
baecked up In Spain by a portion of the cabi-
not. Ever since then General Campos hag
beon the subject of constant eritieism and at-
tacks.

The arrival of Gomez In Matanzas, and his
puccesptul progress In the three wektorn prov-
fnces gave Campos' enecmles their  greal
chanes,  They maoade tha most of it, 1 have
degeribed In previous dispatches  how  thie
pressure on Canipos to adopt “eevers mens-
ures’” toward the Cubans, not in arme, has in-
creased the comsirvatives, who, knowing his
inflexibls  disposition, bave endeavorsl  to
worry him by calls for a different polley. At

the same time, they have heen pirsistently
f worked on the mercantile community nnd
masses of the peaple, who were generally
fguorant, and aet in the “follow your leader’
fashion, A crowning opportunity cocurred
when Gineral Cepero, of Gomes's command,
wis taken prisoncr at Batabuno,

Four-
teen years axgo Knglahd, as the result of a
seoret Intrigue with Turkey, not sltogether
honest as toward other powers, agaln
thwarted Russia In this direction.

We have Intely had some semi-inspired
intimations that Great Hritaln has entersd
upon or was contemplating an understanding
with Rusein. DPoszibly such an agreement
as this betwern Ru=sla and Turkey might
be part of that understanding,  Otherwlse
Great Britaln, If she ix consistent with
hor pollcy for past centuries, muost reeist
the surrender of Constantinople to the point
of war. 1 eabled you a few daye since the
fact of the remarkable change in popular
sentiment in  Influential eireles here con-
certlug the surtender of Constantinople to
Russia in return for her support, The sditor
of the Pall Mall Gazette was recently In
Cooftantinople and belng an  exceclingly
alert newspaper man he very likely arranged
there sonrces of Information better than
those of his slow-conch English contempo-
raries.  He declares editorinlly that he bes
lieves Implicitly in his news,

POSSINLE COMPLICATIONS.

-

London Papers Assert thot Rossin and
Turkey Mave Slgned o Trenty of
Alllnnee, Hoth Oensive
nnd Defensiyve,

LONDON, Jan. 23.—A dispatch to the Pall
Mall Gazette from Constantinople, dated yes.
toerday, says that an offensive and defensive
alllance har been concluded between Russin
and Turkey. The dispateh adds that the
treaty was signed at Constantinople, and
that the ratMicatlons were exchanged At 8t
etersburg betwe:n Anrc) Pashia and the czar,
The basis of the treaty s declared to be on
the lines of the Unkinrskelersl agreoment
of 1833, by which Turkey agreed In the event
of Russla golng to war, to cloge the Darda-
nelles to war ships of all nations

The Pall Mall Gazette correspondent saye
that the treaty must soon  be abandoned
owing to the refusal of the powers to recog-
nlze {t. He nlzo says that the French am-
bassador, M. Cambon, conferred with the
sultan yesterday, and ft is  probable that
France will be fncluded in the new alliance.

Commenting upen s dispateh from: Con-
stantinople, announcing the elgning of a
treaty between RHusela and Turkey, for of-
fenalve and defensive purposes, the Pall Mall
Gawetto says: “'We regard the news as true
and the result of the treaty Is that the
Dardanglles [ the southers outpost of Russia
and Turkey Is Russin's vassal. We presume
the Britlsh government will protest against
the treaty for all it Ils worth,

“The matter Is pluinly of the first (mpor-
tatoe. The firel [hformation reachad uvs foug
days ago, bl we withheld it until the arrival
of strong confirmation, which we received
this morning.

“This brings Russia Into the Mediterransin
with a vengeance, and may necessitate the
strengthening of our fleet In those waters
Politieally, the effect will be [ar greater.
The treaty means that Turkey has rveallzed
her own limpotence agninst disorders, both
from within and without, and has decdicd
to throw horself for safety Into the arms
of Russia, She s now Rusela’s vassal and
Rusmia 18 entitled to dispateh troops to any
part of the sultan’s domain.”
